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COVENT GARDEN: 

Miss Paton, last night, appeared for the second time here as Polly 
in The Beggars’ Opera, but we regret to state that she laboured un- 
der considerable indisposition. Mr. Connor, at the termination of 
the Farce of I'he Sleep Walker, which preceded the Opera, came for- 
ward, and informed the audience of the state of her health, which, 
however, thongh contrary to the advice of her physician, he said Miss 
Paton would not allow to prevent her appearing before the public, 
and thus cause disappointment. Accordingly, this charming songs- 
tress executed hér task, and with surprising effect, notwithstanding a 
little languor was visible in her features. The audien¢e expressed the 
highest delight throughout all her songs, but very properly checked 
the evident desire in some quarters to encore ber. We believe Miss 
Paroy’s indisposition is of a temporary nature, and we find she is 
announced for to-morrow evening as Polly ; and on Friday she is to 
appear in the brilliant part of Afandane in the Opera of Artaxerxes. 


The new Melo-drame of Ali Pacha followed, and met with an 
equally favorable reception to what it received on the first evening. 
It is said to be an alteration from the French by Mr. Prancue. The 
following is a sketch of the Plot. 


Ali Pacha, after throwing off his allegiance to the Ottoman Porte, 
and committing the most atrocious cruelties on the inhabitants of 
Yanina, retreats to his fortress on the Lake, upon the approach of 
the Turkish force under Ismail, whose son, Ibrahim, Ali holds as a 
prisoner. Zenocles, a Suliote Chief, whose kindred have been alt des- 
troyed by Ali, (except one sister, Helena, who is, utknown to him, 
living under the protection of Ali, and beloved by Selim, the yrand- 
son of the tyrant), penetrates in the disguise of Ambassador. from 
Ismail into the castle of Ali, where he rouses Talathon, an Albanifin 
Chief, to join him in the attempt to revenge himsclf and his country ; 
but their plot being overheard by Helena, she betrays it to Ali, who 
instantly puts Ibrahim to death, and condemns both Zenocles and 
Talathon to the same fate. At the same time he discloses the re- 
lationship between Zenocles and Helena. Ip the jsecond act Ali re- 
ccives the last account from his eldest son, who has been recently 
executed byjorder of the Porte, by which he is informed that Sclim 
is not his grandson, but the offspring of a Macedonian Chief who fell 
at the storming of Prevesa. On the receipt of this intelligence, Ali, 
who is pressed by the troops vf Ismail, and doubtful of the fidelity of 
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his 6wn soldiers, directs Selim to repair to the arsenal, and should 
Ismail succeed, he has orders to set fite to the magazine, and blow up 
the citadel, burying both friends and foes in one undistinguished ruin 
Selim, still believing himself the grandson of Ali, undertakes the 
task assigned him, but fitst restores Zenocles and Helena to liberty. 
At the attack by the troops of Ismail, Ali’s followers revolt, he sends 
the concerted signal to Selim, who stands self-devoted about to axe- 
cute the Pacha’s orders, when he is ‘prevented by Hassan, to whom 
the secret of his bitth has become known, and they escape together, 
just as.Ali, pressed by his enemies, retreats to the arsenal, and with 
his own hand fires the magazine. The Greeks then, amid the smoking 
ruins, continue the combat against the Turks, defeat them, and 
raise the standard of liberty on the shattered remains of the fortress 
of Yanina.
